CORN MARKET XEEPS STRENGTH

Notwithstanding; Influence by the

OMAHA. Juno 3. 1913.
Harvesting of wheat In Texas was gen-

eral yesterday and the quality of thograin was reported as excellent Not later
than Thursday cutting will have been
commenced In Oklahoma and this work
will proceed rapidly northward until
Kansas is reached. The fact that thoharvesting of the grain has already com-
menced, coupled with the snowers and
rains and generally cloudy conditions In
Kansas drove many of the longs out of
their position and in addition to this there'was selling of short lines of considerablemagnitude.

Messages claiming further crop deteri-
oration in Kansas came In Sunday and
yesterday, but these were mainly fromplaces where the rains failed to reach or
sent before tho rains commenced. It Is

The weakness In wheat was re-
flected 1n the coarse grains and there
were heavier offerings by the country of
both corn and oats. The farmers through-

aro of the opinion that tho corn crop will
be enormous this year, judging from thoacreage and the fine start of the plant.

Feature of Trading "and Cloalntf un
Hoard of Trade.

CHICAGO. 111., June 3. Alleged Insuf-ficiency of Kansas rains helped bring
about a rally today in wheat. Closing
prices wero firm at an advance of a
shade to c net. Corn finished to llifji
114c up, oats with a gain of He to Ho
and Provisions off 17Ho to 25c.

Nothwlthstand that downpours were
general in the dry sections of Kansas,
the moisture failed to check reports of
wheat damage from hot winds and pre-
mature ripening. At first, however, the
rains formed a bearish Influence toogreat to be, withstood, and the market
lurched heavily downward. Then came
opinions from exports-tha- t the injury by
the extreme heat of the last few days of
May had not been made good by the
rains.

Buying orders from millers tended to
give fresh courage to the wheat bulls.
In addition, the world's available supply
totals showed a decrease of 2,579,000
bushels, In sympathy with a liberal gain
in European stocks and in the amount
afloat.

Previous sellers turned to the buying
side, and there was a rapid upturn when
once it began to appear that the market
had been oversold.

Total clearances of wheat and flour
today equalled 685,000 bUBhels. Primary
receipts of wheat were 427,000 bushels; a
year ago, 293,000 bushels.

Good demand from shippers and Indus-
tries hoisted corn. The receipts, though
liberal, were needed to apply on former
purchase account. The oats market ab-
sorbed heavy offerings and then evinced
some disposition to bulge with corn.

Plenty of hogB hero and at other cen-
ters made provisions weak. Furthermore,
warehouse stocks on hand here turned
out to be larger than expected.

Goes East to Make
Study of Thighbones

of Men and Beasts
Dr. J. S. Koote, professor of histology

and pathology at tho John A. Crelghton
Medical college, left Monday evening for
Washington, whore he will spend tho
next throe- - months with' Dr. Herllscher,
head of tho department of anthropology,
at tho Smithsonian Institute, During the
summor months the two scientists will
malo an exhaustive mlscroscoplo study
of tho fomurs or thighbones of all known
races 'of men.

Cross sections of the thighbones of the'
different races will be compared, tho
Greek with the ancient Roman, tho an-
cient' with tho.modcrn.'the Egyptian with
th'e Hindoo and with the present native
ot Africa. Femurs of all available ani-
mals will also be studied, and their re-
lationship to those of man noted.

Dr. Foot and Dr. Herllscher havs
studied tho samo subject tpgethor be--1
fore. Much tlmo Is required for the
work, as Dr. Foots grinds all his cross
sections to a transparent thinness by
hand.

Dr. Foots within ths last few years
has taken up the special study of tho
mlcroscoplo appeurancc of bones, He
has dispelled many of the false Ideas
held concerning bone formation. Ho has
proven false many facta generally ac-
cepted from tho early students of bono'
structure.

Dr. Foote was recently made a Follow
In the America Association for the Ad
vancement of Solenca. He and Rev. Wil-
liam V. Rlgge, H, J., astronomer at
Crelghton university, are tho only Omaha
man holding fellowships In tho atsocla-tlo-n.
